A  Message  from 
the  President 

Dear  Alumnae  and  Friends: 

During  the  past  two  years  I  have  writ- 
ten and  spoken  about  our  planned  project 
for  the  esker  —  the  13  acres  of  land  adja- 
cent to  the  campus  where  Haskell  Pond  is 
situated.  Our  hope  had  been  to  build  a 
life  care  community  which  combined  the 
best  elements  of  retirement  living,  easy 
access  to  Boston,  opportunities  for  in- 
volvement in  the  academic  and  cultural 
life  of  Lasell,  and  the  availability  of  a 
nursing  home  if  needed.  Many  of  you 
have  expressed  interest  in  the  project,  and 
so  I  would  like  to  update  you  on  this 
venture. 

The  retirement  project  was  designed 
not  only  in  response  to  the  growing  need 
for  alternative  living  options  for  the 
elderly;  it  would  also  benefit  Lasell  pro- 
gramatically  and  financially.  Rather  than 
sell  the  land  to  a  developer,  we  would 
have  retained  ow^nership  and  received  a 
prepaid  ground  lease  and  annual  rent  in 
order  to  increase  our  small  endowment.  A 
larger  endowment  would,  in  turn,  guar- 
antee the  high  quality  of  our  academic 
programs  and,  even  more  importantly, 
would  allow  us  to  offer  innovative

Ih  Touch  the  Stars 


Even  the  rains  could  not  dampen  the 
enthusiastic  spirits  of  the  128  women 
who  graduated  with  associate  degrees  at 
Lasell 's  135th  annual  Commencement 
ceremony  on  May  20,  1990. 

The  Commencement  address  was  given 
by  Mrs.  Grace  Corrigan,  mother  of  the 
late  astronaut  and  Teacher  in  Space, 
Christa  McAuliffe.  To  celebrate  the  Col- 
lege's four-year  status,  President  de  Witt 
and  Chairwoman  of  the  Board  Ruth 
Turner  Crosby  '42  presented  Mrs.  Cor- 
rigan —  who  as  a  young  woman  had 
wanted  to  attend  Lasell  —  with  Lasell 's 
first  honorary  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree 
and  a  contribution  for  the  Challenger 
astronaut  memorial.  Mirror  in  the  Sky. 
Following  are  excerpts  from  Mrs.  Cor- 
rigan's  address. 


It  is,  of  course,  traditional  during 
graduation  exercises,  to  look  forward 
and  to  contemplate  a  future  of  prosperity, 
happiness,  and  fulfillment.  It  is  also 
customary  to  extol  lofty  virtues  and  reaf- 
firm the  common  values  and  ideals  that 
we  as  a  society  have  long  held  dear. 

As  you  can  appreciate,  I  am  not  a  tradi- 
tional commencement  speaker.  Never- 
theless, I  will  try  to  say  some  of  those 
traditional  things  to  you,  because,  in  the 
end,  they  are  worth  saying  to  you,  who  sit 
at  this  important  milestone  in  your  lives. 

I  will  succeed  as  your  commencement 
speaker  if  I  manage  to  leave  with  you  at 
least  a  suspicion  that  great  people  are 
really  ordinary  people  who  tried  their 
best;  who  tried  even  though  they  might 
have  been  afraid  to  fail,  and  who  above 
all  else  knew  the  vital  necessity  for  each 
of  us  to  be  true  to  ourselves. 

My  daughter,  Christa  McAuliffe,  is  a 
hero,  but  perhaps  not  for  the  reasons  you 
might  think.  She  is  not  a  hero  because 
she  died  while  seeking  to  expand  her 


knowledge  and  explore  space.  She  is  not 
a  hero  because  of  her  selection  as  the  first 
ordinary  citizen  to  venture  into  space.  She 
is  not  a  hero  because  she  brought  needed 
credit  to  a  great  but  beleaguered 
profession. 

Rather,  she  is  a  real  hero  because,  long 
before  the  Teacher  in  Space  program  was 
ever  thought  of,  she  overcame  many  of 
life's  ordinary  obstacles  and  became  a 
worthy  person,  a  person  of  value  to 
herself  and  to  those  who  shared  this  life 
with  her.  She  is  a  real  hero  because  she 
actually  did  with  her  life  what  each  of  us 
is  capable  of  doing  with  our  own.  Christa 
lived.  She  never  sat  back  and  just  existed. 
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'Great  people  are 

really  ordinary 

people  who  tried 

their  best  .  .  .  i;vho 

above  all  else  knew 

the  vital  necessity  for 

each  of  us  to  be  true 

to  ourselves."

Be  true  to  yourself.  Know  who  you  are 
and  who  you  want  to  be,  then  work  at  it. 
Do  the  tough  things,  those  little  things 
that  are  the  most  difficult  but  are  the 
most  valued  test  of  our  humanity.  It  is 
not  shuttle  flights,  or  walking  on  the 
moon,  or  being  elected  president  that 
make  a  successful  life.  It  is  meeting  the 
constant,  everyday  challenges  of  caring, 
and  of  effort,  that  makes  us  all  heroes.

I  wish  that  when  your  own  journey  is 
complete,  you  will  look  back  on  your  life 
and  be  able  to  say,  as  Christa  could,  "I 
helped  people.  I  laughed.  I  loved.  I  ap- 
preciated the  world's  natural  beauty.  I  was 
curious,  and  sought  to  learn  who  I  am 
and  what  the  universe  is  all  about.  I  relied 
on  my  own  best  judgement  and  my  own 
moral  courage  to  do  right.  I  cared  about 
the  suffering  of  my  fellow  man.  I  tried  to 


protect  our  spaceship  earth.  I  taught  my 
children  to  so  the  same." 

If  my  wish  for  you  comes  true,  if  you 
can  say  those  things,  you  will  have  pros- 
pered. You  will  be  happy  and  fulfilled, 
you  will  be  loved.  And  you,  too,  will  be  a 
real  hero  in  a  real  world.  You  alone  are 
responsible  for  your  future,  and  your 
future  is  limited  only  by  your  dreams.

educational  studies  in  the  emerging  field 
of  "intergenerational"  care. 

The  life  care  community  was  to 
become  the  cornerstone  of  our  new  "con- 
nected learning"  plan  of  education,  by 
creating  an  on-campus  training  facility  for 
students  in  physical  therapy,  travel,  hotel, 
human  services,  childhood  education,  and 
the  liberal  arts.  The  capstone,  a  Center  for 
Intergenerational  Studies,  was  to  break 
new  ground  in  developing  programs 
focusing  on  integrating  the  elderly  into 
the  Lasell  and  Newton  communities, 
drawing  on  their  immense  talent  and  zest 
for  Ufe  to  improve  interaction  among  the 
generations. 

Unfortunately,  it  now  appears  that  this 
noble  enterprise  will  not  succeed.  Despite 
long  and  arduous  negotiations  with  a 
small  group  of  neighbors  who  were  op- 
posed to  the  project,  this  worthy  venture 
was  defeated. 

During  the  negotiating  process,  Lasell 
and  the  developer  made  significant,  ex- 
pensive concessions,  including  the  agree- 
ment to  place  almost  all  of  the  parking 
underground  and  to  reposition  the 
buildings.  We  offered  a  $3,000,000  low- 
income  subsidy  and  annual  payments  in- 
lieu-of-taxes  approaching  $500,000.  Finally, 
the  trustees  took  the  unprecedented  step 
of  placing  nearly  one  third  of  our  campus 
along  Woodland  Road  and  Bragdon  Hill 
into  a  7  5 -year  conservation  easement  in 
order  to  allay  fears  of  overdevelopment. 

We  came  close,  but  not  close  enough.  A 
majority  of  the  Newton  aldermen  voted 
to  approve  the  necessary  special  permit, 
but  the  vote  fell  short  of  the  required  75 
percent.  All,  of  course,  is  not  lost.  As  I 
have  indicated  to  the  community,  the 
land,  nonetheless,  will  be  developed 
because  it  is  a  critical  component  of  the 
College's  strategic  long-range  plan.

One  option  would  be  to  sell  the  land  to 
another  nonprofit  organization,  possibly 
an  educational  institution.  Within  this 
context,  we  have  been  approached  by 
other  colleges  who  find  our  location  par- 
ticularly appealing.  This  fact  has  given 
rise  to  rumors  and  numerous  articles  in 
the  press,  including  a  small  notice  in  USA 
Today,  that  Lasell  might  merge.  Let  me 
assure  you  that  the  College  is  not  seeking 
and  certainly  not  in  need  of  a  partner.  We 
aim  to  keep  Lasell  independent  and 
single-sexed. 

The  land  could  be  sold  for  single-family 
homes,  but  that  would  produce  only  a 
small  financial  gain  for  the  College,  given 
the  region's  economic  climate,  nor  would 
it  offer  any  educational  "connection"  for 
Lasell  students.  We  have  not  given  up  on 
the  life  care  community  project,  though  I 
must  admit  that  success  is  highly  unlikely. 

The  mayor  and  most  of  the  aldermen 
are  encouraging  us  not  to  give  up. 
Although  the  local  press  has  had  a  field 
day  at  Lasell 's  expense  by  giving  great 
play  to  the  opponents,  with  articles  ap- 
pearing regularly,  we  certainly  have 
become  much  better  known.  Most  gratify- 
ing was  a  supportive  editorial  in  the 
Boston  Globe;  along  with  other  encourag- 
ing Globe  articles,  we  are  being  noticed 
throughout  New  England. 

I  hope  to  give  you  interesting  news  on 
an  alternative  decision  for  the  use  of  the 
esker  by  Christmas.

Architect  Chosen  for 
Cultural  Center 


The  first  installment  of  Yamawaki 
Junior  College's  $1  million  pledge  for 
the  renovation  of  Lasell 's  art  center  in 
Carter  Hall  recently  was  received  and 
architects  have  begun  preliminary  work 
on  the  project.  The  international  cultural 
center  will  be  completed  next  year. 

Jeremiah  Eck/Architect,  a  Boston-based 
architectural  firm,  was  hired  to  refurbish 
the  building.  Mr.  Eck,  a  member  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects,  also  is  a 
lecturer  and  the  director  of  the  career 
discovery  program  at  Harvard  University's 
Graduate  School  of  Design.  He  has  worked 
on  numerous  institutional  projects  and  his 


clients  include  the  Brattle  Theatre  in 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts;  Thayer 
Academy  in  Braintree,  Massachusetts;

Upon  completion  of  the  project,  and, 
in  recognition  of  the  gift  from  Yamawaki, 
Carter  Hall  will  be  renamed  the  Yamawaki 
Cultural  Center.  Carter  Hall  was  so-named 
in  1881  for  the  mathematics  teacher, 
Miss  Caroline  Carpenter  (using  the  first 
and  last  syllables  of  her  last  name),  who 
also  has  Caroline  Carpenter  Hall  named  in 
her  honor. 


Lasell  Leaves 


Convocation  '90 

Living  in  the  Borders,  Negotiating  the  Boundaries, 

and  Walking  the  Edges 


On  April  26,  1990,  Lasell  held  its 
annual  Honors  Convocation  to  pay 
tribute  to  those  students  whose  notable 
academic  achievements  earned  them  a 
place  on  the  High  Honors,  Honors,  or 
Dean's  List.  Presenting  the  keynote 
address  was  Beverly  J.  Smith,  a  teacher 
at  Brookline  (Massachusetts)  High  School 
and  doctoral  candidate  at  Harvard 
University.  The  following  are  excerpts 
from  her  talk  titled  "Living  in  the 
Borders,  Negotiating  the  Boundaries, 
and  Walking  the  Edges." 

I  am  thrilled  to  be  conversing  with  you 
at  Lasell  in  the  year  that  it  has  moved 
from  a  two-year  to  a  four-year  women's 
college.  In  a  time  when  many  women's 
schools  are  becoming  coeducational, 
Lasell  has  served  notice:  it  is  a  school 
committed  to  the  development  and 
education  of  women. 

All  of  this  means  that  the  teachers' 
focus  is  on  women.  It  means  you  are  less 
of  a  shadow  or  an  echo,  and  more  a  be- 
ing, a  voice  to  be  heard  and  reckoned 
with  both  inside  and  outside  the 
classroom.  Maybe  that's  why  you  chose  to 
come  to  Lasell.  If  so,  you  made  a  fine 
choice,  and  this  is  part  of  what  ^ve  have 
come  to  honor:  you,  as  a  woman,  making 
choices. 

I'd  like  to  spend  some  time  on  the 
word  "woman."  Broken  into  syllables  you 
hear  "woe"  then  "man."  This  may  be 
misconstrued  by  some  people  to  mean  we 
are  man's  misfortune.  I  beg  to  differ.  In- 
stead, I  hear  "whoa"  and  "man,"  which 
means  we  try  to  put  a  stop  to  a  lot  of  his 
nonsense,  madness,  war.  In  this  context 
we  become  his  salvation  and  our  own.  In 
daily  living  "woman"  means  living  in  the 
borders,  negotiating  the  boundaries  and 
walking  the  edges. 

We  are  still  a  part  of  the  whole.  We 
may  be  the  missing  part,  the  silent  part, 
the  tangential  part,  or  the  integral  part, 
but  living  in  the  borders  provides  a  better 
view  of  the  whole.  The  distance  helps  us 
see  the  flaws  and  enables  us  to  question 
and  challenge. 

Please  remember  that  education  enhances 
you,  but  it  does  not  make  you  better  than 
others.  Nobody  gets  somewhere  without 
help.  All  of  us  got  this  far  with  the  help 
of  special  somebodies  and  will  move  on 
to  there  with  the  help  of  others. 

Second,  education  doesn't  make  you  a 
somebody.  You  were  somebody,  a  worthy 
individual  before  you  came  to  Lasell.  The 
world  doesn't  owe  you  because  of  what 


circumstances  you  inherited:  rich,  poor,  a 
person  of  color,  without  a  father  or 
mother  You,  however,  owe  yourself  a  lot. 
Education  gives  you  options  and  provides 
you  with  an  opportunity  to  edify  your- 
self. Seize  the  opportunity  to  question,  to 
challenge,  to  change  for  the  better  the 
space  you  occupy.

In  the  ordinary  is  the  extraordinary,  for 
you  —  students  who  see  yourselves  as 
ordinary  —  are  being  honored.  You  did 
what  you  did,  not  to  be  recognized  as 
special  but  because  you  were  moved  to 
expend  the  extra  effort  to  achieve  a  goal 
you  set.  We  are  the  ordinary  people  living 
in  the  borders,  negotiating  the  bound- 
aries, and  walking  on  the  edge.  We  are 
responsible  for  patrolling  those  in  the 
center  of  society. 

Remember  that  education  gives  you  the 
extra  cards  to  bring  to  the  table  to  play 
for  the  piece  of  pie  that  interests  you.  But 
in  life,  being  dealt  a  good  hand  is  not  the 
most  important  thing,  instead  it's  learning 
how  to  play  a  poor  hand  well.  Education 
helps  you  do  that  because  it  provides  a 
way  to  access  the  system  from  the  inside. 
But  remember  to  pull  back,  move  into  the 
margins  so  you  can  see  what  is  really 
happening. 

This  Convocation  is  no  mistake.  You  are 
an  extension  of  a  long  line  of  women 
achievers  and  there  is  no  need  for  you  to 
be  modest  about  it.  Have  you  ever  accom- 
plished something  and  when  it  was  noted 
you  responded,  "Foiget  it,  it  was  nothing," 
"Anybody  could  have  done  it,"  or  "Don't 
you  dare  tell  anybody."  Why  do  women 
do  this?  Why  do  we  not  toot  our  horns 


or  even  let  other  people  toot  it  for  us? 

Women  students  tend  to  exhibit  the 
same  syndrome  when  it  comes  to  academic 
excellence  and  effort.  Why  is  it  that 
research  shows  that  male  students  say 
they  "lucked  out"  when  they  do  poorly 
on  academic  work,  while  females  say  it 
when  they  do  well  academically? 

Claim  yourself  and  disclaim  societal 
messages  that  say  women  can't  do  math 
or  science,  can't  be  leaders,  can't  have  a 
career  and  children,  can't  do  whatever  it 
is  you  dream  of  doing.  Keep  challenging 
yourself  so  you  can  achieve  the  goals  you 
choose  and  not  accept  the  dictates  of 
others.  But  while  you  achieve  your  goals, 
and  especially  after  you  achieve  them, 
challenge  the  system  that  leaves  too  many 
women,  children,  and  poor  and  working 
class  people  in  the  margins. 

Honor  yourselves  daily  by  not  selling 
yourselves  short.  Do  what  you  feel  you 
can't  do  or  have  no  strength  to  do  or  that 
which  you  fear  trying  to  do.  I  know  you 
think  that  is  easy  for  me  to  say.  And,  it  is. 
But,  I  also  know  it  is  hard  because  I 
struggle  with  trying  to  do  everyday  what 
I  am  imploring  you  to  do. 

I  initially  had  no  intention  of  applying 
to  Harvard.  I  told  myself  the  people 
would  be  elitist  and  I  didn't  want  to  be 
bothered  by  their  attitudes  and  that  it 
cost  too  much. ...  I  was  selling  myself 
short  until  I  realized  I  was  doing  exactly 
what  I  tell  my  students  never  to  do: 
eliminate  themselves.  Let  others  make 
their  decisions,  but  don't  help  them 
exclude  you  or  keep  you  from  going  after 
what  you  want. 

As  a  doctoral  student  at  Harvard,  I  have 
not  arrived.  I  am  back  at  the  beginning 
once  again.  When  some  people  find  out  I 
am  a  student  there,  I  can  see  in  their  eyes 
and  hear  in  their  response  that  they  are 
trying  to  make  me  an  exception,  an  extra- 
ordinary black  person.  My  point  to  you  is 
that  I  am  ordinary.  I  am  at  Harvard 
because  I  came  to  understand  that  by  not 
applying  I  was  accepting  what  some  people 
believe:  we  women  and  African  Americans 
don't  really  belong  there.  I  am  at  Harvard 
so  I  can  bring  my  cards  to  the  table  and 
play  for  those  still  in  the  margins. 

Don't  achieve  and  honor  yourself 
because  I  ask  you  to  or  because  it  would 
make  the  adults  in  your  life  happy  and 
proud.  Do  it  because  you  can.  Your  edu- 
cation has  provided  you  with  a  way  to 
get  to  the  table  and  play  your  cards.  Con- 
tinue to  learn  your  lessons  and  learn 
them  well.
